[PetiUecaUn CotumbiantUy BainI).

Tills bird a({rc«a lu general outline with the preceedlng apeeies, 
lliougli dlllerlng soniewliat in markings. The prevailing eiilni-s 
are yellowish, brown and while, with the ground color of the 
bead, and neck of a deep bull. Tlie upper^arta are varlegau-il 
witli transverse spots of bliu'k, and are also more or less tingeil 
with rusty. There arc no longitudinal spots of white upon tin. 
scapulars, though the wing coverts and outer webs of the pri- 
niarles arc marked with large and eoiisplcuoua spots of pure, im¬ 
maculate white, the former of which arc roundish, but the latter, 
more ijuadrate In form. The breast and sides have the V sliaiteil 
markings, which are of a pale, yellowish-brown, bordered with 
dusky. The throat is either Immaculate or only minutely speckled. 
The feet arc brown In color, with toea completely bare, and the 
feathers of the tarsus iiulte short. There Is no appreeiable dif 
fcreuce between the sexes. 

The Columbia sliarp-talled grouse averages about sixteen and 
three-fourths inches ii» length; wings about eight; and tall four 
and one-fourth Inches. The IrUlcs are of a dusky brown, and 
the bill black. 

This is the most southern In habitat of tbc sharp-tailed grouse, 
iMtliig eouHiicd In the main to the two northern tiers of states 
and territories west of the great lake chain, and to the South 
Saskatchewan valley. It also replaces the pinnated grouse 
{Vupido ciipiiloiiia) west of the Rocky Mountains, and in Utah, 
Nevada, and California, where it Is known under the names 
usually applied by the vulgar to the latter species, namely, prairie 
htu or prairie chicken. 

It Is said, and probably with some truth, that the Columbia 
sharp-tall Is gradually extending its range east and southward, 
while the cu/iodoiua In like manner Is slowly making Its way 
west, having already crossed the Rocky Mountain range.

In habiUf the sliarp-talleil and pinnated grouse ^osely reaeni- 
ble each other, with the exception that the former l^vea to haunt 
the thickets of willow and cottonwood that border the iiiurglua 
of the streams; it le moreover, especially given to perching In 
trees, particularly lu cold wintry weather. The two fifK'cics are 
sometimes found together on the prairies, which accounts for 
the frequency with which one is confounded with the other; 
though to the initiated the difference is at once apparent, as the 
sharp-tailed grouse is readily distinguished by its speckled breast, 
lighter plumage, peculiar tall, and inferior si/aO. When together, 
the shAr|>-tai] is always the least abundant of the two species. 
They are t** hrecil readily together, and hybrids of the two 
species arc frequently obtained, iind soinethncs between the 
Hudson Bay and Columbia sharp-tall. The offspring of the first 
two spOflCA are generally very haiidsomf binls, varying in mark¬ 
ings accordingly as one or the other s|>ei'ie6 prcdotnliiatcs inMlie 
individuals Borne woutd'be-naiuralists have gone so far as to 
assert t-hai tlib evlnmbiaiintf is but a variety of tlie 

Northern “plieasant,” rniliecetts phtMintuilua^ and crosse<l with 
the pinnated grousebut this is neitlicr borne out hy experi¬ 
ment, or analogical comiwrlsous of the two species. 

The Columbia sharp-tall furnishes most excellent sport, though 
its pursuit is atteuded with more labor than with other prairie 
grouse. Early in the season it lies well to the ilog, alniust Loo 
well lnfact,requlringvcry close hunting; and when Hushed making

As a trotter, weight-carrier, 
or oharton horse, even when arrived at maturer years, this Belf-Bame 
creature, perhaps, would represent Uttle value; and it is well under¬ 
stood that horses of this class, if too slow for racing, are banished from 
the turf to be ridden by ladies or alluched to light vehlclcB. Of course, 
a largely developed thoroughbred, one capable of carrying a heavy 
welsnt lo bounds, or drawing lu good form a brougham, would, aud 
always wlll.commund a large figure. Such an animal reprcBeuis the type 
Continental buyers eelert for the Improvement of their steck, and 
which we might use with grt'Bt benefit to the equine race, by crossiog 
with mares or coarser breeds; by judicious selection of the mares cults 
miebt be obtained posBessiog the courage of the blood horee combined 
with the substance of the commoner-bred mother. Some twenty years 
aito I remembsT u gray mare the produce between a cart mare and a 
thoroughbred horse, performed In good style across the old Berk.shire 
country; this aniujul poseeuaed great power, was a first-class jumper at 
any kind of fence and water, and a good slayer. In fact, ihl« mare wue 
adapted for general ulillty purpoees; to draw a ton-laden cart or to 
corry aheavy man. Could the thoroughbred usually met with on our 
racewureea do the samcT There are exceptions to every rule, and some¬ 
times blood horses of great substance put lo an appearance, and theBo 
are the suimals that arc eagerly sought for by dealers of this and Con- 
llnenlal uHllous; by us for the purpose of propagaling fwi gallopers, 
and by our neighbors for the improvement of their nalive breeds. 

In inis country there is no scarcity of racehorses, as our every-week- 
day meetings fully testify, but the demand for general utility horses 
exceeds the supply, and tula In great measure depends In that the en¬ 
ergy and capital or horsemen Is diverted from the legitimate under- 
Uking of propagating useful animals lo that of speciilailve racehorse 
breedW. Out of every thirty foals born, does more than one pull out 
a winner or an animal even of stamina? And if these animals do not 
urcivo winners, of what value are they for saddle or harness work? Of 
far less worth than the weight-carrier and brougham-horse, the supply 
of which we stand greatly in need; and altbougn the materials are at 
our elbows awaiting use, we refuse to employ them, and this simply 
becttuee the betting-ring exalte the price of yearl ug blood stock. 
Would a yearling, if the wager course did not loom In the distauct^ 
ever reallzo iJl.OUO? Was one ever sold whose Intrinsic value would 
lop 400 gs. bad not the dice-box nodded to the fall of the hammer? 

The racecourse for fast gallopers of course acts as an adjunct In ths 
production of horses, but in doing so, propagates only the racing class, 
one ill-adapted for general utility purposes, and moreover, seldom 
good Id any pace except racing, movements seldom If ever required of 
carriage or von horses, or those animals which assist us in the baslnses 
of life. For commercial purposes, cart, van and carriage horses are at 
1 1 e present moment In great demand, and what kind of horses for 

hie particular do we need? Thoroughbred—certainly not; but, Ist, 
heavy and light cart horses for wagons and vans, etc.; 2d, stiff-set ani- 
d between nags and carthorses, or stiff-set nags to draw and 


Jake was’nearly ahmgalde.

of its wings with a constantly repeated cluck or kuck-kuck-kmk. 

It is, liowever, very easily bagged, aud the young, fat and temler 
birds, when killed, scatter their feathers upon the prairie In their 
fall as If torn to pieces. Later lu tlic Fail they become more 
wild, getting up far out of gun range, und prolonging their 
flight for considerable distances, alighting and seeking shelter in 
the thick coverts from which they are dislodged only with great 
dlftlculty. Nevertheless, the sportsman who is favored with the 
assistance of a dog “good and true," and is possessed of that 
blessing of blessings denominated patience, may reasonably 
count on a fair proportion of every pack he encounters. Doctor 
Cooper rrniarks that when heavy frosts and snow began, near the 
forty-nlntli parallel, the sharp-tailed grouse would fly to tops of 
the trees in the early morning to sun and warm themselves, 
often ascending to the topmost tiraiiches of pines a hundred or 
more feet in height. Ordinarily, they shun the high ground 
and forests entirely, but, says the Doctor, “I have seen within 
the distance of half a mile both this and the blue grouse 
{Dendragapue otucurmi), which avoids the open plains altogether, 
as I passed from prairie to forest. The only cry I have heard 
tlieni utter was a cackle when suddenly started from the ground. 
Tlicir wings, however, make tlie loud whirring noise as among 
others of tlie grouse family.” Doctor Suckly flrst encountered 
the species near Fort Union, Nebraska, now Montana, at the 
muutli of the Yellowstone River. From that point to the Cas¬ 
cade Mountains of Oregon and Washington, tliey were exceed¬ 
ingly abundant wherever there was open country and sufllclent 
food. In certain places they are always found in great numbers 
In Autumn, congregating in large flocks, especially in the vicinity 
of patches of wild grain, or more recently near settlements 
where there arc wlieat stubbles. In places where they are nu¬ 
merous, they may be frequently found on cold mornings In the 
Autumn or early Winter perched on fences or leafless trees, 
basking in the early sunlight. 

Through the Interior of the country, from the forks of the Sas¬ 
katchewan to the Rocky Mountains, the Columbia grouse is very 
generally distributed. Here during the Summer, it seems to be 
a prairie bird, but In the Fall Is found In the semi-wooded dis¬ 
tricts, bordering tbc opens, associated lu packs of considerable 
numbers. In the proper seasons their crops are found stuffed 
with bear, ground juniper, buffalo, snow, and saketoom berries, 
the haws of small prairie roses, or with caterpillars, grubs, grass¬ 
hoppers, snaUs, and other Insects, baked and crisped by the flres 
which every season sweep the prairiee. In Winter their food 
consists exclusively of the buds of different trees. Their favorite 
haunts are the open, grassy plains In the morning, keeping con¬ 
cealed in the long and thick herbage, going to the streams about 
midday to drink, and duet their plumage in the sandy banks. 
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Mr. Lord apeaks of tlila lilrd aa the “spotted chicken” of the fur- 
traders. However this may be In the I'ultud States, and territo¬ 
ries, such is eertalnly not its eoinmnn deslt'natlini in Britisli 
Atneriea, that name Ireliit; api>llcd to tlie C.'anaila or wood grouse 
((.Utiutce cmuidauis) alone, wlille tlic term plieaaant Is applied to 
both siieciea of aliarp tails, ily the Kootanie Indiana it la known 
as tlie tikiskin. 

lU singular combination of colors—white, black, and 
brownlali yellow—causes it to closely resemble the ground wlileli 
it frequents; it admirably Iiarmonizea wltli the dead twigs and 
leaves of the artumeela, the dry and sandy soil, tlie brown of tlie 
wltliered buneli-graaa (fatuca Hcabnlla), and tbc aoinbre-hued 
liclieua of the rocks. It usually requires a keen and pruetieed 
eye to distinguish one of these birds from the sun-burnt prairie 
upon wbicb it lias fallen, even thougli tlie eye lie constantly kept 
upon the spot wliere it was seen to drop. Tills similarity of col¬ 
ors, blending witli tliose of its habitat, undouliteilly contributes 
out a little, to eoneeai tliein from hawks, owls, and other rapa¬ 
cious birds, and accounts somewliat for their astonishing Increase 
ill localities newly occupied by tliem. 

Columbia grouse |ialr very early In the Spring, oftentiiucs be¬ 
fore tlie snow is fairly off the ground; and us young birds 
scarcely two days old liave been fru<|uently captured in the ncigli- 
borbood of Kurt Dallas on tlie Columbia, early in April, it is 
conjectured that tliey raise more than one brood each season. 
The cocks are exceedingly salacious, though not particularly pug¬ 
nacious. Tlicir mating is preceedcd by those singular pcrforni- 
aiices known as “cliickeu dances,” being similar to the dances of 
tlieir more nortlieni congeners, the true sharp-tailed grouse. 
Croups of these birds assemble either about sun rise, or late in 
the afternoon, selecting for the purpose a higli, round-topped 
mound, which in tlie course of their evolutions becomes quite 
bare, tlie turf assninlng quite a baked and black appearance from 
tlie constant tread of their feet. Mr, Lord gives an account of 
one of tliese dances of which he was a witness, wliicli.as it varies 
sliglitly from tiiose of the Hudson's Bay plieuaant as observed 
by me, I venture to reproduce: “There were about twenty birds 
present. Tiiose nearest the observer were head to liead, like 
game ctK'ks in lighting attitude, wKh the little sharp-bill elevated, 
neck feathers ruffed up, and the wings dropped close to Hie 
ground, but keeping up a rapid vlliratlon and producing a con¬ 
tinued drumming sound. They circled round and round eacli 
other in a slow, waltzing time, always nialntainlngtlie same atti¬ 
tude, liut never striking at each other. Soiiictimes the pace In¬ 
creased, and one pursued the other until tlie latter faced about. 
Others jumped about two feet in the air until out of breatli, and 
then strutted about in a peculiar manner; and otliers again, 
went marcliliig about witli tails and heads os liigh up as they 
could possibly get tliein.” Tlie universal testimony of Indians 
and wliltes who are most familiar with tliese grouse is, that tiielr 
dances partake more of a “game of brag” than the sexual tourn¬ 
aments of tlie northern variety. Figlit they do not, and w ill not, 
except in rare instances, prefering to win tlielr mates by personal 
display and vanity, ratlicr than force of spur. 

The eggs are laid on the open prairie in a small tuft of grass, 
or near the foot of a small hillock, and vary from fourteen to 
twenty in number, are oval in sliape, and slightly pointed at one 
end. The ground color varies from llglit clay to a dark rusty 
brown, generally plain, tliougli sometimes speckled minutely 
with tine dottings of darker brown. It will be observed, that as 
a general rule, birds having open nests lay colored eggs, wliile 
tiiose that occupy covered or concealed nests lay white ones; a 
provision of nature, in favor of those who lay in open and 
ground nests, which lias for its object, protection from hostile 
observation. The ncstof this grouse is but a mure hole or de¬ 
pression scratched in the earth, or .some natural de]ircssion, 
loosely lined with a few grass stalks, root iilircs, and perliaps a 
few feathers carelessly arranged. 

During the seasons of nlditlcatioii and incubation, 1 liavc no 
doubt that these birds, as well as many otlier species either lose 
their cliaracteristic odor, denominated scent, or liave thepowerof 
withliolding it entirely. Un no oilier ground cun I account for tlie 
escape of sucli birds, wlio, nesting on tlie ground, arc particu¬ 
larly exposed to tlie attacks of predatory animals, as foxes, 
coyotes, weasels, polecats, etc., which uboiiiid in tlie regions they 
inliablt. This escape is attributed liy many, possllily by the 
majority of sportsmen, to tlie alleged fact tliat nesting or friglit- 
ened birds, tlic scent w lilcb Is given out at otiicr times is sup¬ 
pressed, in proof of tills statement the fact Is adduced tliat dugs, 
even those with the keenest olfactory powers, will pass within a 
few feet, or even a less distance of nesting quails or grouse, or 
of a bevy of quails which have liecn recently Hushed, witliout 
evincing the slightest cognizance of their proximity, provided 
they are concealed from sight. By otliers, this circumstance is 
denied; tliey reason, and with more probability, that It is im¬ 
possible for an animal to suppress tlic secretions and exhalations 
natural to It, secretion being a pliysiolugical, and involuntary 
act. I believe, linwever, tliat tlie peculiar spccilic odor of a 
liiril Is suppressed at tliese times, not as a voluntary act, liut In a 
manner capable of lielng accounted for pliyslologlcally. The 
suppression of scent during incubation is certainly necessary to 
the safety of the birds, and essential to the continuance of the 
species; then why is it not equally Involuntary at other times, 
particularly when startled. Under the Influence of fear, a 
mother’s breast lias been known to yield bloody serum instead 
of the normal lacteal fluid; and hundreds of cases, the trutli of 
which is established by unimpeachable authority, miglit be cited, 
varying in the degree of fear that caused the vicarious secretion. 
I believe this suppression of scent to be due to vicarious secre¬ 
tion alone. In other words, tlic odoriferous particles wliich are 
usually exhaled liy the skin, arc, during tlie period of incubation, 
or by psychic influence, excreted into the intestinal canal, proba¬ 
bly the ciecum or the cloaca. The proof of this is accessible to 
every one. The excreta of the common fowl, wliicli Is but the 
game jungle fowl, domesticated, ordinarily has no odor like tliat 
of the bird. On the otiicr hand, during incubation, the excreta 
of the lien lias the odor of the fowl, but greatly Intenslflcd and 
similar to that developed during roosting. By this vicarious 
secretion, however developed, the ground-nesting bird becomes 
scentless, and her safety and that of her eggs Is secured. 

Should a nest at any time lie broken up, the patient hen 
grouse seeks another locality, and begins her duties afresh. 
Boon after the duties of incubation are completed, the grouse 
appear In broods, usually about the middle of August, the 
young being about two thirds grown. At tills time they frequent 
the margins of small streams, wliere tlicre is thin timber and 
underbrush. After the middle of September they begin to pack, 
two or three coveys getting together, and flock after flock join¬ 
ing until they sometimes number several hundred. Un the llrst 
appearance of snow, to which tlioy seem Inimical, they seek 
the dead branches of trees or the fence tops and where large 
wheat stubbles are found, they assemble there in vast numbers 
to feed. At such times they are very wary and shy, the snow 
rendering every moving thing so conspicuous that It Is next to 
impossible for dogs to hunt them. 

The flesh of the Columbia grouse is second to none of the 
grouse family; and it Is, moreover, so exactly like that of the 
pinnated variety, that it Is impossible to distinguish between the 
two when serv^ up In the same manner. In addition to Its 
table reputation, the species Is so hardy and so good a breeder, 


that it might well be Introduced Into Kentucky, and other locali¬ 
ties wliere Cu/iUlo cupidunia has Iieen Intermixed. Its success 
would be assured, if a reasonably perfect protective law could bo. 
enacted in tlicir favor, prolilbiting tlielr capture for a few years, 
under severe penalties. But witli present legislation, coupled 
witli the supposed vcniallty of tlie offense where game law is 
violated, will probably promilitate against the experiment. It 
is to lie feared that the morals of tbc people need looking after, 
aa niucli as the rights of game. 


Ifislx and ffisTxmg* 
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(licrmaD FIsli Markets. 

Fish in Ocrmaiiy arc more of a luxury than In England or 
America, and tlicir price puts tlicm beyond tlic rcacli of the or¬ 
dinary laborer, except ns an occasional Indulgence. A compar¬ 
ison of prices given below will sliuw tliat tliey cost nearly the 
same as In New York, but we must take into coiislderatioii tlie 
fact tliat the laborer in America receives more money for his 
day's work tlian lie would in (ieruiauy; and after buying three 
pounds of Hsli at ten cents a pound, lias enough left to get his 
bread, potatoes, etc., and a trifle for rent, wliereas In Germany 
tlic same expenditure would leave little or iiotliing. Hence 
tliere are no great flsii iiiurkcts in any of tlic German cities. 
There is, however, an air of neatness about them not observable 
in similar places in America, which by tlic way are miracles of 
elcaiiliness In comparison with those of London and Liverpool, 
of whicli more hereafter. 

At Bremerhaven most of the flsIi arc sold from boats lying in 
tlie little branch of the Weser, that separates tliat town from Gccs- 
temundi, and arc such as arc caught in the Nortli Sea, mainly 
licrrings, witli a few flounders, skates, and sometimes, I am told, 
turbots and soles, together with scallops, 8briinp8,'oy8ter6, snails, 
etc. 

At Bremen, the most extensive denier is in an elegant arcade 
in one of tlic public buildings, wliere be lias marble slabs for his 
salt water flsii, and tanks of tlic same for those of fresh water; 
for he it known that tlirougliout Germany most frcsli water Hsh 
are sold alive, even pike of lifteen pounds weight are usually rc- 
<iulred by Hie Imyer to be living, and though saleable If dead, it 
is at a reduced price; tlius/ir.i/i Hsh arc assured. In my early 
youtli I took great pleasure in watching an Albany flsii pcddlcr,one 
of tiiose who take a wagon into the country when the city is over¬ 
stocked, or tlie Hsh are liecoming stale, and Ids impudence and 
fertility of resource,tborougli cbaractcristlcs ofhis class,inipresaed 
iny youtliful iiiind as somctlilng wonderful. 

He liad a load of lierriugs one day that lacked but little of lie- 
iiig “rareripes,” and an assistant gamin at the rear. 

On tlie approach of an old lady witli tlie query; "Are they 
fresh tlie Aral) at tlic rear dropped a lierring, and tlie vender, 
instead of replying llrst to bis customer, scolded bis clerk as fol¬ 
lows: “There goes another one, Jobniiy; If you cant keep tliein 
herriii' from jumpin’ out. I’ll have to get two more boys; fresli, 
yes'm, can’t keep ’em in tlie wagon they kick so; wish they 
wasn’t; liow many nia’mi ten cents a dozen, all kicking; look 
out now, Johnny, don’t let 'cm bruise themselves so I can’t sell 
’em; liere you are, main, thank you. Here’a your nice, fresh 
lierrln.” This sort of tbing is unknown in Deutchland, and it is 
doubtful It the genius of the Itinerant merchant would effect 
many sales, or his humor meet with appreciation. 

On tlie slabs at Bremen were line turbots all lying witli the 
white or blind side up, the price varying, in Fall and Winter 
from (in our iiioiicy) BO to 6.5 cciit«, and in Summer as 
loir as 5 cents jicr |K>und. Salmon ever fluctuates in price, 
Imt wliat seems strange is tliat no matter what the price may be 
for fresii salmon the smoked article i.s always worth more per 
pound. Tills may be accounted for in this way, wlietlier riglit 
or not, by assuming that there is not tlic risk on such long 
juurnuys as tlie freali salmon lias to pass before reaching our 
markets, and therefore tlie retail price approximates more nearly 
tliat paid at tlie nets. Witli us the smoked salmon can be sold 
at less (usually) tliaii tbc fresli because of little or no rjsk of 
spoiling. 

At tills time, November Ist, newly smoked Weser salmon 
were selling at 65 cents per pound. No salt water Hsh were 
in market liut those named. In large aquarium tanks were 
roach, eels, percli, ling and tench (dteea) wortli from ton to flf- 
teen cents, percli (esoi) from three feet long, downwards, twenty 
cents, and carp twenty-tive cents per poniid. 

In the market square near tlie museum. Dr. FInscli sliowcd me 
tbc women sluing ill tlie open street with tubs and boxes of live lisli; 
tliese were mostly small cyprinolds, like tlic minnows used for 
bait. Tliey were kept alive by aeration, a iirinciple well under¬ 
stood by these women, but a wonder to tlie intelligent traveler 
wlio gatliers round a can of live flsii in cliargc of an expert at ii 
railway station. 

A darkey in Virginia saw me use a syphon to draw water from 
a can of salmon, and lia.stened to explain it to show tliat lie un¬ 
derstood its workings, wlilch lie did perfectly, but added: “Dat’s 
cbemlslry, sa; no use talkin’, dat's clicmlstry, but dar’s a heap 
o' white people don’t know iiotlilii’ 'bout it.” Back to Virginia 
wasli Well, if tiiose absurd stories will only keep away, wc 
will look at the market in Berlin. In tbc morning a large square 
Is occupied with venders of fruit, vegetables, flowers, flsii, etc. 
Tile latter are mostly alive as at Bremen, and tlierc are no sea 
flsii In the market; for tliem wc must go to u store or stall. 

Here are great tubs of live and six feet In diameter, some 
round and otliers oval, containing all the llsh noted at Bremen, 
and also the “Aalquoppc” (Lota). This flsii, or one of the same 
genus, for I am not familiar enough with tlicin to decide upon 
species, is found In our great lakes, wliere It Is known by the 
names of eel-pout, ling, losb and, I think, lawyer; but is not gen¬ 
erally eatan. If at all. Tliey sell here for lialf a mark a pound— 
about twelve cents—carp and eels one mark per pound. Tlie 
carp were of the coiniimn kind, and would weigh from tliree to 
six pouuds. The “apelgcl carpfen,” or “minnow carp,” Is com¬ 
paratively rare, and mure highly cat^med tliaii the common va¬ 
riety, selling at a higher price; none in market now. The larger 
pike, say from tlircc pounds upwani, soil for about twenty- 
live cents, and the smaller ones (wlilcb arc roasted) for twenty 
cents per pound. Very line specimens of “sandre” (or zander) 
of eight pounds were swimming in the tubs. This is our “wall- 
eyed pike,” or plke-percli (Laeia }terca). Beg pardon, Prof. Gill, 
xtizoetedUm I believe it Is to be called for tlie Fall and Winter sea- 
sou. I am so dreadfully old fusbionedl This is considered in 
Berlin the flnest of all the fresh water flsh, but as an article Is be¬ 
ing prepared on the llslies of Germany (economical and cplcu- 
rlan view) we will give it consideration tlien. Here in the open 
market I mot the man long wished for, a breeder of crawlieh, Mr. 
MIcha, who had a store on Wallstraase, as well as a stand In the 
market. Here tlie tendency to fly off after the crawfish breeder 
must be resisted In an article on markets, and his product only 
viewed as a marketable article. Wc will get around to him in 
time. He had at present visit In the market and at his store one 
million cravtfl>h (Aetacueftuvlatdlie). The smaller ones are long 


and slim, sell at tlie rate of sixty for one mark, or S40 for an 
American dollar. Tlie larger specimens, or fat ones as ho calls 
them, are twice as long and sell for six times as inucli. From the 
market we visit the private stores, and licre we lliid as In Bremen 
elegant marble aquaria In tlie windows and around the walls, 
wtiere customers select tlielr llsb, have tliem killed and weighed 
without the oft repeated Amciicaii question, "are they fresh!” 
By the way, did you ever hear a dealer say “no,” to tills query! 
Very likely not, ergo, oil flsh offered for sale must be fresli. Our 
large dealers get rid of all tliat might become unsalable to tlic 
peddlers before they really are so, but the latter class sometimes 
have to keep them past the point when any man possessing a 
inodlcuin of the article known as conscience, would liesitatc to 
afllrm tliat tliey were “fresli,” althougll Just where tbc line is 
drawn is a matter of individual choice, and wbetlier a flsii Is 
fresh, until it is stale, or stale until it lias reached tlie point that 
tlic nose takes mortal offense at it. Is a question. 

My Alliany friend referred to above, evidently liolds the latter 
view, if Indeed be lias any “views” at all on tlic sulijcct. 

Here again wc find sea tisli on tlie slabs togctlicr witli lobsters. 
The common lobster is, to use a lilbcrnicism, uncommon’ here, 
and when it is in market sells at a high ligure; now the Spring 
lobster or sea crayllsh, raliuiiriui, is for sale in very limited 
quantities at a dollar per pound, I do nut know bow the two are 
held ill German estimation, but tlie English consider the latter 
very mueli Inferior to tlie common one (Homarus). Cod and liad- 
dock plenty at eight cents. The frc.sh water lisli have all been 
cniinierutcd liefore except the “karouslie’’ or crucian carp, 
(Carraesiuft). 

The lisli market at Freiburg in Baden differs from 
the others liy liciiig on cacli side of a clear bright mountain 
stream aimut thirty feet wide, swiftly running througli the town, 
its sides are planked and on each side stand tiiose quaint old 
brick dwellings with tlieir hlgli gables and plcturesriue groupings 
of angles and clilmney pots tliat arc so strongly characteristic of 
South Germany. 

Here, in the stream, arc pens, eacli llllcd witli different kinds of 
flsh; this one contains trout of half a pound and under, and I 
now regret that I did not get the prices. Here are more lino 
pike; tliere seems to be no lack of tills destructive beast lu Ger¬ 
many ; and here arc the spcigel carp, tlic first I ever saij of any 
size; they are a singular looking lisli and lield In high regard. 
Here, too, are liarlicl and great lake trout from Lake Constance, 
all swtinmiug In tlie clear eool stream awaiting a purclioscr. 
Tills method of kecjiing Hsh alive until wanted has many ad¬ 
vantages where only a small quantity arc sold, but practically 
Impossible in such a place as Fulton or Wasliliigton market. New 
York, where sucli quantities arc bandied every day, althougll 
some cod, and other fish are kept awhile In ears in the tllthy 
water of the East river, yet it is doubtful if they are benellttcd liy 
it, tliat is, if tills is of any beneflt to tbc consumer. The neat¬ 
ness of the German markets might be imitated as far as practica¬ 
ble with benefit to all, for the rotten buildings of the New York 
markets are not wortliy the vast business done In tliem. And I 
will licre say that notwithstanding the length of this article, that 
I did not see from first to last as many pounds of fish in Germany, 
put them all togetlier as can lie seen oil the slalis of Blackford in 
Fulton market, not to inciition his wholesale department and 
freezers. 

1 saw another nice little market at Basil, in Switzerland, be¬ 
longing to .Mr. Glazcr, the owner of .several salmon fislierlea on 
tlic Rhine, where they take tliem at the spawning season. At 
this time, November, tlicy were quite plenty and full of eggs. 
Mauy salmon arc sliippcd from this place to France and 
Germany. 


Aluericaii Kish Culturist.s Association. 

The seventh annual meeting of tlie association took place at 
the rooms of the Fishmongers’ Association, Fulton .Market, New 
York, Feb. 27 and 28. About sixty mcnibcrs and many visitors 
were present. Mr. Kolicrt B. Roosevelt, the president, foilowed 
the arrangement decided upon at the last meeting, viz: calling 
upon the sections in their order, and lieating the mcinbers of tlic 
different departments read papers, if any, and inviting iliscUBBlon 
upon them afterward. 

The rule was new and tlie members Inid liccn so used to talk¬ 
ing about any subject tliat appeared to them of importance tliiit 
It did not work os sinnotlily as it may in time. For Instance, tlie 
discussion upon apparatus was opened in tlic s)ifcicst manner on 
the second day during the time in which tlic section on fisheries 
should liave had tlic floor, and the question of patents was agitated. 
Tills is always a delicate subject if one of tlic parties present 
holds a patent, and it soon liccame evident that there was 
troulile brewing, but the president liappily turned it aside by 
reading a paper on tlie generation of eels, wliicb. sliould liave 
come in the section op natural history. 

Tile system of working liy sections lias many advantages, and 
we hope that another year it will lie mure fully carried out. The 
following named persons arc in cliargc of sections with power to 
add to the nunilicr: 

Section' 1. Methods in fisli culture and apparatus.—Seth Green, 
B. B, Porter, and S. Wilmot. (The former only, present.) 

Sec. 2. Fishing laws and tisliways.— C. B. Evarts, Livingston 
Stone and I. B. l^erguson, iieitlicr present. 

Sec. 3. Natural iiistury and aquaria.—Prof. James W. Milner, 
Fred .Mather and Chas. Hallock. All present. 

Sec. 4. Flslieries.—E. G. Blackford, Barnet Pliilllps, and M. 
E. Edwards. The two former present. 

First day.—Dissertation on trout culture by U. If. Porter, read 
by .Mr. Pblllips. 

Our space forlilds giving more tliaii the titles at present. 

Tlic general tone of this paper was tliat Mr. Porter liad only 
succeeded in raising live per cent, of l.hc Hsh liatclicil which was 
considered far from a success by tbc members. Green said tliat 
he had naised 85 per rent. The secretary then read a report 
from Mr. Stone, giving his experience in packing eggs for trans¬ 
portation, wlilcli by tlic way, in the matter of salmon eggs. Is 
greater than tliabof any man in tlie country. Then followed a 
discuaslun on the dry inetliod of impregnation, of wliicli more 
liereafter. 

A valuable paper was read by Prof. G. Brown Goode, on tlie 
migrations of fishes, followed by F. Matlicr on feeding lisli in 
coiiflncnient. After wliicli Prof. Baird gave some facts coiicern- 
iiig the Halifax commission, and said that tlie Canadiaii.s were 
armed with statistics which were procured by an admiraiile ar¬ 
rangement, wliercby they got tlie award of five nilllloii dollars 
from 118 . He in a few sliort remarks sliowed tlic Fisli Mongers' 
Association that it was necessary for tbe interests of American 
fisheries to obtain statistics during the coming six years for which 
the treaty lasts, and tliey agreed to distribute tbe blanks fur¬ 
nished by him and get the wholcaalc dealers to fill them up. 

Tills was attempted some time ago but failed from want of 
sympathy or understanding on tbe part of tlie dealers. 

Now, that it is accomplished wo may hope for a better result 
when another treaty is made. If those five millions could have 
been saved, and as small a portion as one per cent, added to the 
appropriation for flab culture this year, not only those directly 
Interested In catching and selling flsh, but every person In the 
country would be benefited.

ORIGIN OF fHE DOG. 

r Entered according to Act of Oongress, in the year 187H, by Mabsh & 

' Co., In the ol^e of the Librarian of Congrees at Waabington.] 

There la a wide difference of opinion regarding the origin of 
the domeatle dog. Some have the wolf, others the Jackal or 
fox while a few claim the dhole, bang, or some other of the so- 
called wlld-doga as the source from which sprung aU varieties. 

A few among others the compiler of a late work which assumes to 
be authority for sportsmen, declare that to no one animal can the 
naternlty of the numerous varieties of the domestic dog be cred¬ 
ited, because, forsooth, they arc so widely different In form, 
color, etc.; and because, “man could never have developed and 
brought together such vast differences, opposite natures and 
shapes, unless the original species were In possession of the rudi¬ 
ments " The promulgation of these Ideas, stamp the author as 
toUlly ignorant of the first principles of natural history, and ot 

the subject he attempted to handle. 

Again, a limited number would have the domestic races of 
docs descended from several extinct and recent species. 

We shall probably never be able to decide the exact patei-nlty 
of this, the noblest of man’s companions. Owen acknowledges 
that paleontology throws little light on the question, owing to 
the close similarity of the skulls of extinct as well ns living wild 
caitidtv and to the great dissimilarity between those of the sev¬ 
eral existing domestic breeds. Remains have been found In the 
later tertiary deposits more like those of a large dog than of a 
wolf which would seem to favor the hypothesis of Dr. Blainvllle 
and followers, that the present races arc descended from a single 
extinct species. The views of the authors who go so far as to 
assert that every chief breed had its wild prototype, are ex¬ 
tremely Improbable, ns passing over the monstrous character of 
some, allows nothing for variation, and of necessity assume that 
a large number of species have become extinct since they were 
first brought under domestication; whereas, as Charles Darwin 
lustlv remarks, “the wild members of the dog family arc extir¬ 
pated by human agency with extreme difficulty; the wolf existing 
in even so small an Island as Ireland as recently as 1710.’ 

The reasons that have led these authors to Infer that our dogs 
are descended from more than one species arc: the great differ¬ 
ences between the several breeds; and that several ancient forms 
existed, very unlike each other, and closely resembling well- 
known breeds of the present time. The first Is of little weight, 
as many widely different forms are known to have sprung from a 
slncle parent germ. A single breed of cattle was Introduced 
into the Falkland Islands In 1764 by the French; yet 

In 1839 they had separated Into different herds of totally differ¬ 
ent colors, and with such marked differences ns to be properly 
entitled to designation as distinct breeds. The same has been 
observed among the wild horses of South America, who were 
first Imported Into Buenos Ayres in 1580. The Niatn cattle 
differ as much from the common pampa breed, as does their pro¬ 
totypes among canines, the bull dogs from the pure bred setters; 
vet all are known to have descended from one parent stock.

evident from the fact that the bones of birds preserved In this 
refuse consisted of long bones, which dogs could not Ja^our, 
showing man must have been their companion. Also Frof. Kutl- 
meyer In "Die Fauna der Ffahlbanter” proves the existence of 
domesticated canines In Swltserland during the same period, 
whiiih partook of the cliaracter of liounds and Bpanlels of the 

** Betweeu^he dog, the wolf, and tlrb jackal, the physical differ¬ 
ences are so trilling, that It has been a question among natural¬ 
ists whether these three types of the carnivora are not simply 
varieties of the same species. Certainly there la a wider gulf 
between some breeds of domestic dogs and others, as the differ¬ 
ence between the King Charles and mastiff; yet the two are con¬ 
sidered as but mere varieties of the same species, while some 
would deny the same degree of relationship between the wolf, 
the jackal, and the mastiff. Those who refuse this analogy have 
been reduced to great shifts In order to diagnose the dog, and so 
trivial In character as that “It has a tall more or less curved, a 
peculiarity which does not belong to him alone, for tame wolves 
' often exhibit the same characteristics. Indeed many dop, as 
the pointer and hound, have straight tails, the contrary being 
justly considered as evidence of Impure breeding. The greatest 
of naturalists, Charles Darwin, proves the dog to be descended 
from the wolf or jackal, which, It Is unnecessary to argue, as 
both are but offshooU of a single type. The evidence points 
strongly to both. 

Many European dogs closely resemble the wolf; thus, the 
' Hungarian shepherd dog is white and reddish brown, has a sharp 
nose, short, erect cars, shaggy coat, and bushy tail, and so much 
resembles a wolf, “That I have known a Hungarian,” fay» Mr- 
Vaget "to mistake a wolf for one of his own dogs. Other 
authors have also remarked the close resemblance and similarity 
of these dogs to wolves. Shepherd dogs in Italy must ancient y 
have possessed decidedly lupine characteristics, for Coluine la 
(VII, 13,) advises that white dogs be kept, adding; I nstor 
album probat, nepro lupo cattem ferial;" which may be rendered: 
"White Is the moat approved color for shepherds, that they 
may not be mistaken (killed) for wolves." Dogs frequently cross 
with wolves naturally. If I’Hny Is to be believed, the Gauls tied 
their bitches In the wooils that they might accept the embraces 
of male wolves. Even in the present century such crosses were 
common In Brittany and Gascony, In France, in order to pro¬ 
cure. the big, bold, broken-haired animal known as the Breton or 
Gascon wolf-hound. The dogs of the Innults, Beaver, and other 
Indian tribes In British North America so closely resemble the 
American wolf that Richardson and party frciiucntly mistook a 
band of wolves for Indian dogs, and vice aerm. The only difference 
noticeable seemed to be the auiierlor ai/,e and strength of the 
wolves; and the howl of both species, as 1 can testify, is so exactly 
In the same key that even the inacticcd ear of the Indian falls to 
discriminate between them. Drs. Kane and Hayes both saw 
snlficient evidence of the origin of the Arctic dogs to pronounce 
them “reclaimed wolves.” The dogs ot the llai-c Indians like¬ 
wise bear the same affinity to the coyote (Vauie lutrnii^ that the 
former do to the great grey wolf (C«iti» occidmtnlix). The mack 
wolf dog ot the Seminole Indians differs nothing from the Her- 
Ida wolf {Canin occiiUntalia vur. J^iyrican) except In the bark. 
Several South American tribes iiosscss dogs that are unmistak¬ 
ably lupine In origin; and .Mr. Blythe says that he was struck 
with the resemblance between a brush-tailed race of pariah-dogs 
northwest of Cawnporc, and the East Indian wolf. 

Isidore Geoffroy Saint Hlllare declares that not one consUnt 
difference can be pointed out between the structure of the jack¬ 
als and that ot the smaller race of dogs. "They agree closely in 
habits; jackals when tamed and called by their master wag their 
tails lick bis hands, crouch, and throw themselves on their backs. 
They smell at the tails of other dogs, and void their urine exactly 
In the same manner; they roll on carrion, or on animals which 
they have killed, os do dogs, and also in the same manner run 
round in a circle, or In a figure eight, with their tails between 
their legs. Numbers of excellent naturalists have expressed 
themselves in the strongest terms with regard to the resuiiiblance 
of the half domestic dogs of Asia and Egypt to Jackals. M. 
Nonlinann says; "Lee ehieue d'Awhaenf. rexsanUeHt eUmrmi’/i- 
meut a ties chaeale." Ehrcnbcrg asserts that the domestic dogs of 
lower F.gypt, and certain mummied dogs, have for their wild tyiic 
a speclea'of wolf (f..’a«i.\ liipajler) common to this region ; where¬ 
as the domestic doge of Nubia, and certain other inuinmied dogs 
have the closest relation to a wild species of the same country 
(CanwWitHii’), which Is only a form of the common jackal. In 
the East jackals and dogs are frequently known to cross, and the 
same has been observed In Algeria. Erhardt says that on tlic 
east coast of Africa, between the fourth and sixth parallel of 


times Indlscrlhably melancholy.” The Mackenzie River dogs 
utter no other sound than that of the coyote. Nlllson says that 
a wolf whelp when raised by a hitch,always harks; and I. Geoffroy 
St. Hilaire exhibited a jackal which barked with the same tone 
as ftuy common dog. , » ,. , 

Now, obvereely, dogs In a feral state quickly lose the habit of 
barking, though It Is sooner re-acqulred when they are again 
tamed, showing the habit Is peculiar to domestication. The case 
of the dogs of Juan Fernandez, which, having reverted to the 
feral state have become dumb, has often been quoted; and Dar¬ 
win remarks; “There Is reason to believe that the dumbness en¬ 
sued In the course of thirty-three years." The wild dogs of La 
Plata, have become dumb, and they burrow holes for themselves 

and their young, and hunt singly or In packs; thus resembling 
wolves or jackals. Dr. Couea mentions a bitch which had re¬ 
verted to the feral state, likewise burrowing "like the coyote,” 
for her young. The wild dogs of Juan de Nova, (In the Indian 
Ocean), says Mr. Clark, "had lost entirely the faculty of barking; 
they bad no inclination for the company of other dogs, nor did 
they acquire their voice ” during a captivity of several months. 
On the Island “they congregate In vast packs, and catch sea 
birds with as much address as foxes could display.”

matorials are remarkably deficient between the fourtoentli century dog Is kept,which the natives .assert Is derived from a shnilar 
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and the Roman closslcaf period. During the latter various breeds 
as hounds and lap-dogs existed, but It is impossible to recognize 
the greater number with any degree of accuracy. Youatt, how¬ 
ever gives an engraving of a beautiful sculpture of two grey¬ 
hound puppies from the Villa of Antonlus. On an Assyrian 
monument of the date of 640 B. C., an enormous mastiff Is figured 
Identical with doge now Imported from the same country. On 
Egyptian monuments from about 3,400 to 3,100 B. C., several 
varieties of the dog arc delineated, most of which are apparently 
closely allied to grey-hounds; and at the latter of these periods 
Is figured an animal slightly resembling a hound, having pend¬ 
ant ears, but with a much larger back and more pointed head 
than the hounds of the present date. There Is also a turnspit, 
with short and crooked legs, closely resembling the existing va¬ 
riety but as Mr. Darwin observes, this kind of monstrosity Is so 
common with various animals, as with the Ancon sheep, jaugars 
of Paraguay, and Indian pariah-dog, that It would be rash to look 
upon the monumental animal as the parent of all turnspits. The 
most ancient dog represented on Egyptian monuments Is one of 
the most singular; It represents a grey-hound, hut has long 
pointed ears and a short curled tall; a closely allletl variety ex¬ 
ists In Northern Africa; for Vernon Harcourt, In his ‘sporting In 
Algeria,’ states that the Arab boar-hound Is an eccentric hiero¬ 
glyphic animal, such as Cheops once hunted with, somewhat re¬ 
sembling the rough Scotch deer-hound; their tails arc curled 
tight round on their backs, and their cars stick out at right 

^''llmugh wc see that some four or five thousand years since 
there existed various dogs more or less closely resembling present 
breeds, yet there Is no evidence that any of them belonged to the 
sarao Identical subvarieties with which wc are now acquainted. 
So long as man was believed to have originated only about 5,883 
years since, this argument had considerable weight, as there 
would not have been time for the divergence and modifications of 
the numerous brce<l8 from a single form. But now, since the 
discovery of flint tools embedded with remains of extinct animals 
In districts which have since undergone great geographical 
changes, and by the discovery of fossil men In the caves of Men¬ 
tone, man Is proven to have existed for an Incomparably longer 
period; and remembering that most barbarous nations possess 
domestic dogs, the theory falls to the ground through lapse of 
time. Moreover, long before the period of any historical record, 
the dog was domesticated In Europe, as remains of canine ani¬ 
mals discovered In the Danish middens of the Neolithic, or 
hewer-stone period show; that these were domestic animals Is 


anteial. 'huyard Informs .Mr. Darwin that he has seen Caffre 
dogs which closely resembled those of the Esquimaux. 

“From the resemblance of the half domesticated dogs In several 
countries to the wild species living there—from the facility with 
which they can be crossed together—from even half tamed animals 
being BO much valued by savages—and from other circumstances 
which favor their domestlcaUoii, It is highly itrobablc,” says Mr. 
Darwin, "that the domestic dogs of the world arc more Immedi¬ 
ately descended from two well defined species of wolf, viz.; Ca¬ 
m’s hipiu (the gray wolf.witli which Is classed Canis oecidtiitnlie of 
.America) and CnnielatraiiK (the coyote) and from two or three 
doubtful species peculiar to India, North Africa and Europe; 
from at least one or two South American canine species; from 
several races or species of jackals; and perhaps from one or more 
extinct species. Although It Is possible or even probable that 
domesticated dogs. Introduced into any country and bred there 
for many generations, might acquire some of the characters 
proper to the aboriginal eaniitte of the country, wc can hardly 
thus account for introduced dogs having given rise to two breeds 
In the same country, resembling two of its aboriginal species, as 
is the case In Guiana snd North America. 

The plea so often raised in objection to the view of several 
canine species having been anciently domesticated, viz; ‘I hat 
feral anlmalB are tanked with ilUliculty»” Is perfectly untenable 
when attempted to be borne out by facts. Mr. Hotlgson tamed 
the young of the buansua (Cnnix jirimm'm) of India, which be¬ 
come as sensible of carcBBesard manifested as much Intelligence 
as any sporting dog of the same age. (Proceeding of Royal 
Zoological Society for 1838, i>g. 13). "It readily attaches ItseH 
to Its keeper, and becomes a valuable animal for the chase, 
(Wood). Loyd, In his “Scandinavian Adventures,” speaks of 
successfully taming the common wolf. The instances ivlicrc the 
jackal has been tamed arc ton numerous to mention, however, 
Gervalso In his "Natural History of Mammals” expressly men¬ 
tions It, and Rcagger Informs us likewise of the doinestlcallon of 
the Bguara. The habits of North American wolves, and Indian 
dogs are almost Identical; as arc also those of the cBBteru pariah 
dogs and the jackals; and of dogs that have reverted to the feral 
state In various countries, and the several natural spcles there 
resident. Barking has been cited as a distinguishing habit of 
the domestic canidn. The prairie wolf barks, or at least utters 
a sound closely approaching a bark. Dr. Newberry says; Tlic 
cry of the prairie wolf Is precisely that of the Indian dog of the 
West—n sharp bark, followed by a succession of yelits running 
Into each other, and ending In a long-drawn, quavering howl, at

well digested ideas with regard to It, which we deem of sulti- 
cient linimrUnce to elicit at least your respectful attention. 

In the first place, then, wc earnestly believe that In this letter 
we but reiterate the general sentiment of almost every gentle¬ 
man who has bred the Field Trial setter; and we know that the 
ossertionG wc make arti not conjcjctures, but are fat-'ta flusceptlblc

The I'sB ANii Aiu sf. of Spike Collaks.—P ierraoiit on Hud¬ 
son, N. V., Kell. 19. I.'ife .—/-yiilor I'hiotgo /•Vr/d.--Messrs. “Kit 
■Klllblrd,” Bnrge.v. Brown. Von Culin, and “Sand Snipe,” 
have Iieen giving their opinions of the spike collar for training 
dogs. "Kit Kiilbird" says they are cruel and the use of them 
uncalled for. Mr. Von Culin claims they are Incomparable for 
dog breaking and that they will cure gun shyness and whip shy¬ 
ness. 

Having used the spike collar for the last twenty years, permit 
me to tell you what 1 know aliout them, at least the kind I have 
used. .Mr. Von Gulin's collars I have never seen. My experi¬ 
ence with them is that headstrong sluliborn dogs can be broken 
easier and with less punishment than by any other method known 
to me. Dthers can tie taught to retrieve without It: I say re- 
frieee, as 1 think that about the only accomplishment it Is at all 
necessary louse It for In training, except with a vicious dog or 
one breaking shot. 1 have trained dogs to retrieve a tiall with 
sharpened wires through it, the points even with the surface, 
without spike collar, cheek cord, or whip. -My Flora, well- 
known to Rochester, N. Y., sportsmen of fifteen years ago was 
one; Flake, lately purchased tiy Mr. F.dmund Orgill is another. 
Dr. Ciunthcr’s old Dan, well-known to many New York S[iurt8- 
nien, these 1 trained without a spike collar. I do not believe 
the spike collar will cure blinking or gun sbyness; I think it 
would make the matter worse; 1 have never seen a Ihoronghly 
gun-shy dog cured; those a little gun-shy I have cured myself, 
but one thoroughly so, never, though 1 have tried hard. 

Dogs I have taught to retrieve with a spike collar have ever 
after done it willingly. I think If a dog is taught to retrieve, no 
matter by what method, he will ever after do It, because he likes 
to please his master, and generally It is fun for him. 

A dog two years old was given to mo as unmanageable, I used 
a spike collar In training him ; the first day I shot over him he 
quartered his ground well, iminted until the bird was put up, 
dropped to shot, when told seek to dead did so,pointed dead until 
ordered to fetch, which he did without breaking a feather. I 
also trained a bitch some six years old for a wealthy party that 
did fully as well, but was told by her owner she was not well 
broken. I then concluded that not every one that shot was fit 
to use a well broken dog, and ns I could live without training 
other people's dogs to quit the business In disgust. 

The spike collar I use la made of two pieces of steel each about 
four and a half Inches long, three-quarters Inch wide, three-six¬ 
teenth Inch thick with a loop in the top of each for a strap to 
rest on the neck, a three-sixteenth inch steel rod, one end turned 
In, a hole in the lower end of one section, a larger ring In the 
other end of the rod running through a slot in the other section 
to which ring the cord Is attached, thus drawing the two sections 
together. Two spikes in each section three-sixteenth Inch at 
base, three-eighth inch long, can be made sharp or not, accord¬ 
ing to disposition of the dog; unless used very severely It will 
not scratch the skin. 

The spike collar, check cord and whip all have their uses In 
dog training; the latter I think is generally used too freely, and 
as for kicking a dog no one hut a brute would do It. 

The above are the views of one who has used the spike collar 
when they were little known—one who has no axe to grind—no 
secret system of training—and thinks others can train a dog as 
well or better than himself. W. F. Steei..

I might enU-r Into detail of the pedigree which Leo 
has seen fit Ur have published In your valuable paper, hut will re¬ 
frain from so doing and give the owner a chance. Leo said he 
was informed that the dog’s pedigree was not that of an Irish 
setter. Now he docs not say that he Is certain of it, but that he 
was simply Informed, and even went so far as to leave it to the 
readers of the CnicAOO Field to judge how much Irish blood 
flowed through his veins, and as a reader of the said paper I do 
not judge the dog by Leo’s remarks, until the owner sends the 
correct peiligrce as he honestly believes to be true, and 1 am cer¬ 
tain that be will fiirnisli tbc said article. I don't mean to insin- 
iialc tliat Loo’s remarks are untrue; but I do say that tbc dog 
stands as an Irish setter in my eyes until convinced that be is 
othenvisc, Mr. Smith, the judge of that class, 1 believe Is coin- 
petent enough to judge any setter, and it is very strange to me 
that he did not detect all that Leo claims; that Is, that the dog is 
a rroBS breed, “yaller,” or light tan colored coat, or the cooked- 
goosebeny colorcal eyes, deeply imbedded In his head; but on the 
contrary Mr. Smith complimented the dog on his fine head and 
appearance. Leo also states; “Wc wore not an e.xhlbilor nor a 
competitor, neither have wc any canine beauties Intended for 
this purpose. However, were wo so fortunate as to be the happy 
owner of one worthy to become a competitor, we certainly should 
enter him In n class which his breeding demonstrated he properly 
belonged.” I have no doubt that Leo owns a dog, and Is Judg¬ 
ing Don by his. Is It jealousy that prompts him to take this 
* ' step, and approach the pedigree of a dog worthy to be a compet¬ 
itor, which he has acknowledged! If so I will speak to the offi¬ 
cers of the Mcadvlllc Bench Show to make a class for mongrels 
for Leo’s special benefit, so that be can enter In the proper class. 
I mention the Mcadvlllc Show because It would not be far from 
home. I am not an admirer of the red Irish setter as a class, 
but must say that 1 admire Don If ho docs not, and think he is 
worthy the prize he received at the Pittsburgh Show.

event Uho St. Louis bench show) Is over, I suppose wo may 
look for letters from the vanquished, setting forth the best of 
reasons why their dogs did not take ttrsts or seconds, as the case 
may be. 

Before the show, they had a dead sura tiling. Mr. Davidson 
was a perfectly honest Judge and understood his business. Now 
1 suppose things will look different to those who did not get 
placed, and who expected to, and wo will hear from some of 
them, and they again will he answered by the owners of winners 
and so on. 

What I want to write about Is Judges for bench shows. Not 
one Judge for all bench shows, as we have now. If the latter 
continues our setter class In hciich shows to come, will he made 
up of winners and dogs that have never been shown, for those 
who are beaten, won’t continue to send their dogs to be judged 
by the same Judge at every show. 

What wo want Is more Judges; men who are perfectly and ab¬ 
solutely free from a preference, as to size, color, or build of a 
setter, or If they have a preference, keep it to themselves and 
not allow It to help their Judgment, as has been done heretofore, 
^ow, while I consider Mr. Davidson a perfectly competent person 
to Judge setters, and one who knows a good dog when he sees It, 
still I know he has preferences, and I believe he has allowed 
those preferences to Influence bis Judgment on the bench. I 
may be doing Mr. Davidson an Injustice, but I don’t think I am. 
Wliilo I consider him, as I have said, an honest judge, neverthe¬ 
less bis private preferences, as to size, etc., have warped bis 
Judgment In many esses. It may be without his knowledge, so 
deeply do I believe they are rooted. 

This being the case, wo want other Judges, men who will fol¬ 
low the bench show standard to the letter, regardless of their 
likes and dislikes, who will give to a dog all the points ho do- 
lerves, without reference to their own preferences, let him be 
little or big, and In color liver and white, or the most fashiona¬ 
ble color. The next bench show will be In Boston In March, 
then comes Baltimore In April, and last the Now York bench 
show In May. If something is not done regarding setter Judges 
for bench shows, I Imagine few of the vanquished will again sub¬ 
mit their dogs to be Judged by the same person who gave them 
no place. With other judges there would be a chance. Let us 
have a change. Ziq-S5ao.

EniTOii CuicAOO Field: —In tlie recent nuinliers of your most 
iidmlrablc sixirtsmcn’s paper, I have met with several articles 
anon the subject of pins—breech-loading—and It would seein 
that In the opinion of one correspondent, breech-loading guns 
that cost less than a hundred dollars or so, arc not reliable. 
Another correspondent shoots a perfectly reliable and safe gun, 
but It Is of English manufacture, and coat but seventy-five dol¬ 
lars. Bless my soul 1 .Mr. Editor, I shoot regularly with an old 
fogy, we call him Old Joe for short—who shoots with a 
seventy-live dollar Parker gun, a most unpretentious looking 
weapon, but an excellent performer, lie doesn’t scare worth a 
cent when he pulls trigger on his decarbonised Iron gun, and he 
cuts down the docks witli lA Uko smoke. I have always had a 
a-siiect for this gun, but since I have learnt that this priced gun 
Is not reliable. I bellevte that I will dodge Old Joe hereafter. 
How refreshing It Is t» havu escaped an Imminent danger, par¬ 
ticularly when unaware of Its proxfinlty I 
But, to be BoclOua, it Is cidicujous to suppose that a man can 
not buy a safe gun, lor much less than one hundred dollars cur¬ 
rency. I can speak ac cathedra of the Parker gun, as I have shot 
iiue for seven or eight years, and have bought two others for 
friends. 1 am free to admit that my Parker cost me two hun¬ 
dred dollars, built to order, while Old Joe’s coat seventy-live dol¬ 
lars, and the third gun alluded to elghty-live dollars. .My gun 
has done good service, and was originally very well gotten up 
and linished. The two other guns are excellent performers, 
hut lack a great deal In outward appearance and flnlsh. And in 
this lays the superiority of the foreign made gun, namely; I can 
lor the same amount of money get a much liner looking im|)ortcd 
gun, than I can, or more properly, could have got of Parker’s 
make at the time I speak of. But 1 will put the more homely 
.Vincrlcau gun against Its more elegant foreign cousin, for cxe- 
cullou and lasting (lualitios, and I will wager a guinea to a hay- 
seed that the American comes oil the victor. I do not and have 
not owned, during the course of my life quite ns many guns lUi a 
coriespondont of one of our B|Kirtiiig journals admits to have 
been the [rossoasor of, yet I have had guns enough to have been 
enabled U) iustitutc some sort of eompsrlson between them, and 
I have found that in a trial among ourselves Imtwecn guns of 
lirst class make, and Imported also, the decarbonized Iron gun of 
Parker has led the van, yielding the “palma” alone to its more 
aristocratic brother, which I own. Amongst the guns shot in 
this trial, I had one of Cogswell ik Harrison’s thirty-eight guinea 
guns, owned by my son, one of iVilliams & Powell’s, of Liverpool 
Snest weapons, one by ,1. R. Cooper, one by Lester, of London, 
and one of the finest old Manton muzzle-loaders In the state. So 
that the trial, although limited to few guns, demonstrated that 
the Parker was really a good weapon. Parker has improved upon 
his guns since I made my purchases, so far as external appear¬ 
ance Is concerned I hope, in regard to the grip I am certain, 
from a perusal of his circular. But if one wants a good reliable 
shooter, safe and not liable to get out of order, he can obtain 
such a weapon from Parker, and I have no doubt also from other 
.\incrlcan makers, such as Remington, Clark & Sneider, Fox, etc., 
etc. But as I wish to speak from experience, I am obliged to 
confine my remarks exclusively to the Parker gun, among Ameri¬ 
can makers. 

There arc a good many articles of sporting necessity that arc 
made in America that are worthy of recommendation. Among 
the number I would mention the Holablrd Shooting Suit, which 
is very economical and serviceable. Although It is not water¬ 
proof, and a little bit too stiff at first, If any one needs a service¬ 
able article of this character, he would do well to give this suit a 
trial. Its present price, ten dollars, Is just one-half what it cost 
rac, and strange to say, .Mr. Editor, I ordered from a New York 
house, a coat without sleeves, a vest with sleeves, and sent 
measurement for the pants. I received a coat with sleeves, a 
vest without sleeves, and a pair of pants into which it is neces¬ 
sary to shove a pillow to make any kind of fit about the “nether 
parts.” This, of course, was not the fault of Holablrd. I got 
from the same house in New York a jack lamp, cost, six dollars 
sad a half. I gave this lamp a fair trial, and became so tborough- 
itissatisfled with it, that I got rid of it as soon as possible. I 
cbuld not keep the lamp lit; there was evidently a great defect 
about the supply of air; it would smoke. Hare up, and then go 
out unless the dour was opened in the front of the lamp, when it 
would brighten up and burn brightly for short while; at times 
the slightest rotary motion of the lamp would extinguish ft. It 
is possible that I did not know how to manage the lamp, but as 
no directions accompanied it, I had to do as best I could. This 
lamp bore the White Manufacturing Co.’s brand. 

You perceive, Mr. Editor, that I am Inclined to criticise such 
articles of sportsmen’s outfit as I have had occasion to use, and I 
trust that I do it In a fair and square manner. I have no axe to 
grind, and no favors to ask, but I desire only to know why these 
tblngs^do not come up to their advertised value. I am as liable 
to err as any one, and as open to conviction as it is possible to 
be; but as long as I am permitted to occupy a portion of space 
in your paper, 1 Intend to veiitllalc my opinions upoon certain 
subjects of Interest to my follow sportsmen.

Its the fasidon in Portland to patronize the annual 
poultry show of the Maine society. The city votes the free use 
of their elegant “city hall” and the beauty and chivalry turn 
out to take in the slghtB, and the sights this time were worth 
seeing.

Hiintlug In Dakotab. ! 

A correBpondent of the Dakotah /feraW, writ- 
Ing from Standing Rock agency, saya : A few ^ 
days ago, through the klndneaa of Lieut. Kla- 
lliibury, and Hospital Steward, J. D. Sadler, we 
accompanied a party of hunters for the purpose 
of having some sport with the foxes and jack- 
rabhlls that roam around the post with Impu¬ 
nity. Our party numbered seven, and all were 
mounted on swift horses or Indian ponies—Sad¬ 
ler's little pony In this Instance distancing all 
conipetllors. The pack of fox hounds whlcli 
accompanied us were of the best breed and will 
compare well with any In the territory for liect- 
ness and tenacity of chase. A mile or two 
from the garrison, while scouting on '"c brow 
of a hill bordering a small creek, and while all 
were Intently looking for the animal that had 
been leaving his foot-tracks In the thin snow, a 
cry of “Foxl fox! Here he goes! here he 
goes!" broke forth from Sergt. Tllgham, and In 
an Instant the cavalcade was dashing iH-ll-inell 
across the level prairie, which the foolish fox 
had taken Instead of keeping the blulTs and tim¬ 
ber along the creek. It is ncedloss to staW that 
the hounds led the horsemen, and for awhile the 
fox leil the hounds. But after a chase of two 
thoueiHnil yarde* or more, the rteelhounne caught 
up to poor Reynard and dispatehetl him Instan- 
te.r The chase lasted about live minutes only, 
ami Dr. Mans, being the first to reach the 
scene of Reynard’s sudden “Ukliig oil,' carried 
off the first trophy—the bushy tall. 
celved their reward according to their arrival. 
Reader, imagine a half-dozen hounds accompa¬ 
nied by a cavalcade of horsemen yelling after 
one poor little fox, and your sympathy Is bound 
to lean vary hard toward the fox. 

But It was not long before we met an ani¬ 
mal worthy of our steeds, and hounds, tM, 
for that matter. It was a meek, lamb-Ilke 
iack-rabblt, and when he was routed out of 
his snug bed by the scouting army of horses 
and dogs the cool manner in which he took 
In the situation would have called forth the 
admiration of the most self-colleclcd road- 
aeont" the West ever produced. He dldn t 
make' a fool of himself like the ill-fated fox 
and run himself out of wind right away, but 
In a quiet way took up the mathematical 
problem of putting down three and carrying 
one, meanwhile "keeping his top eye peeled

on the hounds. As the dogs drew near he ^ 
quietly dropped his mathematical calculation ^ 
and gradually got his surplus leg down to busi¬ 
ness Then the dogs thought they had him, and 
piled their legs with all their might.

views of a practical mechanic—the pin being 
beveled docs not give a steady support to 
the hinge. Nichols M Lefever, In connection 
with their circle jointing, have a compensator 
In the first lug, but it presents no binding power 
hctwcoii the plate of barrel and action. tV. 

& C. Scott claim great imixirtaucc to their 
compcu.sator on the first lug or hinge. I was 
surprised such a firm ofexperleneod men should 
manufacture such a false applied means of 
taking up wear. The first time It is applied 
the gun Is ruined as It throws init of place lugs 
and holts, which they have taken such palua to 
lit, to enable their work to stand tlic heavy 
charges we are now using. 

In looking over the reports of I’liltetl States 
Patent Ofilce I find a patent granted to O. H, 
Fox, of Boston, In November, 1877, for a 
swivel compensaUir, also a bevel breech, as ap¬ 
plied to the Fox gun made by the American 
.Iriiis Company. In this patent we find great 
i.iudiiig powers holding the barrel plate to 
action on a surface of eight and a half Inches 
with four bolU and lugs, two of which are com¬ 
pensators, placed both vertically and horizon 
tally; they bold the parts together in a very 
simple and secure way, ami, constructed on a 
practical mcchaiilcttl principle. It places this 
well-known gun, as eight and a half Is to 
j three and a half to any gun now made In 

strength. , , . 

Many appear to think the breceh-loader will 
not stand as hard work as the old muzzle loader. 
My experience Is the rcver3e,but the breech¬ 
loader must bo kept clean in action. The char¬ 
ges now used would soon twist theslock of a 
‘ muzzle-loader, and by careful comparison you 
will find more shaky muzzle-loaders than brcech- 
‘ loaders of the same quality. I very much doubt 
If a muzzle-loader could he found to stand the 
’ use Bogardus has put his gun to; and Bogardus’ 
gun Is not the strongest action madehy long 
J odds. 

' As to the different shells now In use there,is 
J room for Improvement, especially In the anvils 
used. The conical base, after repeated trials,

First 1 will give my experi¬ 
ence on compensators as they seem to he uc^es 
sary In our modern breech-loaders, and on this 
point even our most experienced guii-maker» 
eeciii at a loss. A compensator Is Intended 
to take up wear. When a gun is discharged it j 
makes an effort to revolve from right to left. 
Wc therefore find the action that has the most 
binding power to hold the plate of gun barrels 
to the action, will wear the best. The under 
guard, as now made and recommended by 
London makers, accomplishes the. object as 
well, or even better than any. For a tip-up 
action, Wcstlcy Richards’ top-snap Is reliable If 
well made and thoroughly tested. Greener s 
pinned rib Is also well placed to prevent this 
effort to revolve in the barrels. But all such 
action demands a vast amount of unnec 68 saJ 7 
labor to turn out a reliable piece of work. 
Most all other patterns seem to be constructed
